"CARNARVON TERMS OR SEPARA- 
TION." 



"What -wore the Carnarvon Terms ? To 
build a line of railway from Viotoria to 
Namiimo and expend not less than 82,- 
000,000 per annum in railway construction 
in the Province. The history of the fato 
of those terms is too well known to re- 
quire any lengthy explanation hero. Buf- 
fleo it to say that the thou Government of 
British Columbia declined to submit 
thorn to the local Legislature, or to re- 
cognize them as au alteration of tho origi- 
nal railway coveuant.und that consequent- 
ly they loll to tho ground at 
Ottawa. Substantially, the Carnarvon 
Terms wore identical with those offered 
by Mr. Edgar.with the addition of $500,- 
000 per annum in railway construction. 
Everyone will readily call to mind tho ex- 
oitoniont consequent upon the Edgar pro- 
positions; how they were rejected with 
ooutumuly by tho Government, and how 
Viotoria, iu public^meoting assembled, en- 
dorsed tho action of tho Government. 
"Wo do not believe that either Govern- 
ment or peoplo would repeat the blun- 
der—demand the fuliiliuout of tho origi- 
nal bond or the "pound of flesh," now. 
Tho original terms were so good as 
to bo bad, to speak paradoxically. They 
■wore impossible of fulfilment, and failed 
because of their impossibility. The ap- 
peal to England was a blunder, because 
it excited the active enmity of tho domi- 
nants party iu Canada, and did not se- 
cure us the friendship of tho Conserva- 
tives. In fact, we believe it created a 
feeling of resentment with all parties. 
Wore proof of this statement required it 
will be found in the Journals of the Ot- 
tawa Hou80 of last session. Tho senior 
member for this city having introduced 
resolutions complaining of bad faith on 
the part of Canada, thoy wore defeated — 
Reformers and Conservatives uniting to 
vote them down. Among tho"nays"weliud 
tho names of Sir John Maadonald and 
thoso of all but two of his supporters- 
voting to sustain Mackenzie's policy to- 
wards British Columbia; — but five mem- 
bers, including the three representatives 
from this Island, voting for the resolu- 
tions. From this fact aro wo not justifi- 
ed in saying that the country would not 
have fared bettor had tho Muodonald 
Government remainorl in power than it 
has with the Mackenzie Government ? To 
go back another session: the Conservative 
Senators to a man votod to throw out 
the Eaquimalt-Nanaimo Railway Bill- 
thus defeating the Carnarvon Terms. The 
visit of Lord Dufferin to tho Province 
last summer was seized upon as tho occa- 
sion by many Victorians to demand the 
"Carnarvon Terms or Separation." Had 
the demand extended beyond Victoria — 
had it met with a response echo from the 
Mainland — tuero would have been some 
show of success. But it did not. Nanai- 
nio, tho northern terminus of tho Island 
line, said that the carrying out of the 
Carnarvon Terms would conduce to har- 
mony, etc., but tho alternative of Separa- 
tion was not proposed . Westminster ex- 
pressed "pleasure" at tho failure of the 
Carnarvon Terms. Yale, Lytton, Kam- 
loops, impressed upon the Governor-Gen 
eral's mind that they would not favor the 
doctrine of Separation if the Carnarvon 
Terms were not fulfilled. Therefore, when 
L->rd Dufferin returned to Victoria he was 
enableil to state that if tho Inland went out 
of tho Union it would net take the Main- 
land with it ;and he spoke of tho Separation 
arch and tho public mooting held on the 
• vo of tho delivery of his address 
as "u bit of bounce." Since the 
delivery of Lord Dufferin's ad- 
dress tho public liavo anxiously awaited 
tho arrival of Lord Carnarvon's reply to 
tho memorial of our local House in com- 
plaint of tho failure of Canada to carry 
out tho Curuurvon Terms. That reply 
must bo very neur Victoria at this mo 
ment. We have promised not to "spec- 
ulate" uu to its contents; but we venture 
to join with tho Leader of the Opposition 
in advising tho people to bo prepared to 
"accept less than they have a right to ex- 
pect." Tho fulfilment of tho Carnarvon 
Terms would bo a grand thing for tin 
whole Province; but are they likely to bo 
carried out? We fear not; and if that 
four be realized, what is the next best 
thing for tho oountry to do? To accept 
assurances from Lord Carnarvon of the 
proseoution of the main line, and to make 
tho best possible arrangement for the Is- 
land road; it would bo utterly imposs- 
ible for Victoria City to move out of the 
Confederation alone. Evory advantage 
she had a right to expect from Confedera- 
tion would 1)0 instantly lost. Whal did 
Lord Dufferin have to say on this point ? 
Ho draw a picture of the concentration oi 
tho I'ostofliuo, the Customhouse, tho 
Railway ollices, tho Dominion ollicials, 
the ocean steamship terminus, the capital 
— at some point on the Mainland. He 
sketched Vancouver Is'und as a Crown 
Colony and its people weighted down 
with taxation to meet expenses now borne 
by tho Dominion. Separation without tho 
prospect of a transcontinental railway 
would bo right and feasible — provided t he 
entiro l'roviueo were to go; but the Sopar 
ation under any circumstances of a section 
would be madness. Now, how could the 
secession of all British Columbia bo ac- 
complished ? Not by Victoria instruct- 
ing her delegates to voto for Separation; 
not by threatening demonstrations against 
Canadian oflieiuls or members of tho Local 
Houeo; but by a well-grounded convic- 
tion in tho minds of Mainlanders that the 
railway will not bo built at all. Vancouver 
Island, undeniably, is the wealthiest, tho 
most populous and tho most prosperous 
part of the Province. Sho has a voting-roll 
of nearly 1,700, and sends one member loss 
to Parliament than iho Mainland, with a 
voting population of about 1,500. Vic- 
toria, herself, has Hit votes, and sends a 
mernbor for every 210 votos, while there 
is not a district on tho Mainland thatdoi a 
not Blind a member for less than 100 
votes. This political disparity is much to 
bn regretted; owing to tho scattered char- 
acter of tho Mainland population, il 
could scarcely bo avoided Bui it exists, 
and tho difficulty of Separation iaouhaneed 
by it, btcauso if it should uppear from 
Lord Carnarvon's dispatch that the Main- 
land will of a verity get a railway, the 
Mainland members will not vote Lo 

go out, 



Tint the issue will shortly bo placed 
fairly and squarely before tho country. 
As nothing could retard public pro- 
gross more than a continuance of tho pre- 
sent condition of uncertainty and insecu- 
rity, wo earnestly hope that whatever may 
bo in store for the Province may ho soon 
known and a settlement arrived at— one 
way or tho other.

British Troops to Pass Through the 
United States. 

( Prom the -V. Y. Herald ) 
Among the changes in the stations of 
tho English army recently ordered is in- 
cluded the transfer of several regiments 
to Nova Scotia, and it is stated that de- 
tachments more or less strong are to take 
postal Esqnimalt, Vancouver Island, and 
at other points in British Columbia. It 
will be remembered that immediately af- 
ter the DomiuionCon federation was form- 
ed all regular soldiers were withdrawn 
except from Halifax, where a considera- 
ble force has been sustained. Tho garri- 
son at that place at present consists of tho 
Sixtieth Rifles (Royal American Regi- 
ment), the Mighty-seventh Royal Irish 
Fusileers, and the headquarters and four 
batteries of the Seventh brigade of held 
artillery. The Twentieth foot and tho 
Ninety seventh foot ate now under orders 
and probably on their journey to Nova 
Scotia. Tho most expeditious and con- 
venient route for the troops intended for 
service in Pug'-t Sound to reach their 
destination is by way of Now York and 
tho Pacific Railroad. It is understood 
tlnii au application has boen made to tho 
i 'liited States Government for permission 
t i use this meaus of transportation, which 
would spare tho men a very long and har- 
assing march over the desert country ex- 
tending from Lake Superior to Fraser 
River, or the grout inconvenience and de- 
lay of proceeding by way of the Isthmus 
uf Panama to Victoria. The friendly con- 
cession requested is not likely to he with- 
held, n ir is it the first time that a similar 
request has been made and granted. Wh 
may, therefore, expect to havo tho city en- 
liveuo i al an early day by tho presence 
of several him. lied" of" Her Majesty's 
troops, who will no doubt be allowed a 
short breathing spell before starting on 
their trip across the continent. It in Tory 
certain that they will bo kindly received 
and that many citizens will bo disposed 
to make them tho objects of special atten- 
tion. 

I he object of sending troops to Van- 
couver Island at tho present moment may 
possibly have some connection with tho 
war cloud now ominously looming up in 
tho east of Europe. It has been noticed 
that t ii Uussian men-of war have joined 
company in the harbor of San Francisco. 
These vessels formed the imperial squa- 
dron slat ioiied on the Amoor and in tho 
Okhotsk Sea, and were not expoood to 
any danger of attack from a superior 
Turkish nav al force. The armed ships of 
European Powers stationed in China and 
Japanese waters are, however, not vary 
far distant from tho (toasts of Siberia, and 
il will bo remembered that a combined 
English and French lleet attempted in 
1 85 1 to capture Petropuulovski, and were 
driven off with severe loss. II is easy to 
a. ■count for the Russian Mediterranean 
squadron retiring before tho presence of 
an overwhelming hostile force and seek- 
ing a friendly harbour in Chesapeake Bay; 
but the rendezvous at San Francisco must 
be taken to imply an apprehension of dan- 
ger from other quarters than that of tho 
Ottoman Empire. Tho despatch of troops 
to Esquiumlt and the recent reinforce- 
ment of tho English fled in tho f'acilic 
by two powerful ironclads are facts of 
peculiar significance. It is true that tho 
people of Vancouver Island have lately 
manifested much dissatisfaction at what 
they consider unfair treatment by tho

Officer Bioomfiold deposed that the 
prisoner was taken iu the act of firing off 
crackers aud that the City was in great 
danger of destruction from fire in conse- 
quence of tho act of the prisoner. 

Inspector Bowden said tho town was in 
imminent danger of destruction.

EAST FUN STATES. 

New Yoiuc, Fob. 11— Tho Times Wash- 
ington special says there is intense excite- 
ment over tho situation; but it ii quite 
remarkable the excitement has not lod to 
any disturbance or disaster. Tho strain 
caunot continue unless loading men in 
the Democratic party disp uy somo pa- 
triotism and hold tho rank aud filo of 
thoir party followers in check, or there 
must be a disturbance before the aff.iir is 
ended. To-night the air is full of wild 
threats and rumors. A rumor is current- 
ly reported that Field and Clifford have 
retired from the Commission. 

Ic is reported a new plan to prevent the 
election is that all Democrats on tho Com- 
mission immediately resign, and tilibus- 
toring in tilling vacancies would consume 
the remainder of the time till tho -it fi of 
March, The scheme is said to be advis- 
ed from New York. Southerners aro pro- 
mised offices if they remain Uuo. 

Washington, Feb. 11 — Speculation is 
rife ns to the real purpose of tho Demo- 
cratic action yesterday, compelling a re- 
cess of the House till Monday in tho face 
of the Senate vote, which by sustaining 
tho Com mission's decision, in ado tho nd- 
verso action by the House entirely power- 
less to change the remit. 

EUROPE, 

London, Feb. 10 — Earl Russell has 
given notice to tho House of Lords that 
ho will move that England shall cease all 
diplomatic intercourse with Turkey on 
the ground that that nation is still bar- 
barous and unworthy of rank among on- 
lightened people of Europe. 

It is rumored that the Marquis of Salis- 
bury is to be made a Duke. 

Thoro is a rumor from tho coal region 
winch is to the effect that the proprietors 
of tho mines havo resolved to import 
cheap labor from China and havo already 
consulted the (Jhinuso Ambassador on tho 
subject. That official replied that ho 
would undortako the management of tho 
immigration provided theemmigrants woro 
protected from insult and injury. 

Tho Alexandra Palace has been put up 
for sale. The highest bid was $445,000; 
but the building remains unsold.

DELAYED DISP ATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Feb. 8.— Tho Hossion of tho 
British Parliament for 1877 wns opened 
by Her Majesty, the Queen, in person to- 
day. Her Majesty left Buckingham Pal- 
ace shortly ui'tor ono o'clock in bor royal 
stato carriage, attended by a brilliant 
suite. The royal escort was composed of 
a detachment of household troops. Hor 
Majesty was received by tho Deputy 
Lord Great Chamberlain, Lord Aveland, 
and the great officers of stato, and con- 
ducted into the House. Tho Priuco and 
Princess of Wnles were present, and thoro 
was a brilliant assemblage of Indies, all 
foreign ministers, and tho Chinese and 
Japanese einbassys wero also present. 

Aftor Hor Majesty bad taken bor place 
on tho throne, the Lord High Chancellor 
read the royal spenehos. Tho Queen in 
her speech says: Hostilities which boforo 
tho closo of the last session of Parliament 
had broken out between Turkey on ono 
hand and Montenegro on tho other en- 
gagodmy serious attention, and I anxious- 
ly waited for au opportunity when my 
good ofliees together with those of my 
allies might bo usefully interposed. This 
opportunity presented itsolf by solicita- 
tion of Serviu, for mediation, tho offer of 
which was ultimately ontertaiuod by tho 
Porte. While proceeding to act in this 
mediation, sho thought it right, aftor in- 
quiry into acts, to deuouueo to the Porto 
tho excosses committed in Bulgaria, and 
express hor reprobation of their perpetra- 
tion. 

Speaking of the armistice and confer- 
ence, she says: In taking these stops her 
object has beou throughout to maintain 
the peace of Europe and bring about bat- 
ter government in tho disturbed provin- 
ces without infringing upon tho indepen- 
dence and integrity of tho Ottoman Em- 
pire, lior Majesty regrets that the pro- 
posals havo not been accoptod by tho 
Porto, but tho result of tho conference 
has been to show tho existence of a gen- 
eral agreement upon European powers 
which cannot fail to havo effect upon the 
government and condstion of Turkey. She 
trusts| tho armistice yet unexpired will 
lead to tho conclusion of an honorable 
peace. Sho has acted iu cordial co-opera- 
tion with her allies with whom, as with 
other foreign powers, hor relations con- 
tinue healthy. The papers on these sub- 
jects will forthwith bo laid boforo Parlia- 
ment. Her Mnjesty alludes to her as- 
sumption of the imperial title at Delhi, 
which was welcomed with professions of 
affection, and to the famine in India, to ar- 
rost which every resource will bo employ- 
ed. Tho remainder of tho speech is de- 
voted to home and oolouiol matters. 

London, Feb. 8. — Tho British steamer

Caiuo, Feb. S. — Official dispatches havo 
been communicated to tho British repre- 
sentative announcing tho Abyssinian en- 
voy had safely returned homo. [Tho 
illegal detention of this envoy by tho 
Khedive had been regarded as likely to 
cause Ihu renewal of war between Abys- 
sinia and Egypt. | 

London, Feb. 8. — Tho Queen rccoivod 
the ambassador of Chinayosterday. 

Paris, Feb, 8, — Specie in the Bank of 
Franco increased 20, 202, UUO francs in tho 
past week. 

London, Fob. 8. -Tho Marquis of Sal- 
isbury upon arriving at tho House of 
Lords to-day was vociforously cheorod, 
especially by the opposition. Etrl 
Bsaconstield was also cheered. 

Earl Granville isspeaking in the House 
of Lords this afternoon declared be would 
not reler tu tho Eaastern question, but 
await the papers to be submitted to par- 
liament; nevertheless, ho launched into 
the subject and severely criticised Lord 
Hcaconsliold. 

Tho register in bankruptcy has decid- 
ed in favor of the United States, on appeal 
from tho decision of the trustee iu liqui- 
dation of C. Lew is Habeoht & Co. This 
decision will enable the United States to 
prove a'dobt of £30,000 which tho trustee 
rejected on the ground that it was duo 
from a Now York house. 

London, Fob, 8. — In the House of 
Lords to-night Earl Granville said he 
would defer criticism on the Eastern 
Question until he had read the olliciai 
orraspondence. Ho added, however, he 
did not think tho treaty of Paris ought to 
bo abandoned, and that tho treaty im- 
posed on the powers the duty of protect- 
ing Christians in Turkey. 

Earl Derby declared tho policy of tho 
government was not changed, it was only 
modified, because the situation was modi- 
fied, lit recapitualated the negotiations 
and defended tho government's conduct 
regarding the Audrassy note and Berlin 
memorandum; said it is too soon to say 
tho conference is a fiasco. We must speak 
with reserve of tho probability of tho 
maintenance of peace which depends on 
tho decision of a single man, but hopes 
poaco will bo maintained. Tho conference 
has served to gain time. Bussia and Sor- 
via have became reciprocally disenchant- 
ed with each other; tho Czar is not well 
able to deny it iH incumbent upon him to 
undertake alone tho realization of the 
decisions of the six powers. I beliovo 
tho Porto appreciates tho gravity of tho 
situation and wishes to satisfy Europe it 
is not England's duty toprotoet the Porte 
in every eventuality. Lord Derby ro- 
oognized moral obligations to intervene 
in favor of tho Christians, but such duty 
was not imposed by treaty. 

Earl of Beaconsfield said tho Eastern 
question was not alone a question of tho 
amelioration of the condition of Chris- 
tians, but a question of tho existence of 
empires. Wo must treat it as statesmen. 

Tho Marquis of Salisbury protested 
against the doctrine that wo ought to use 
coercion against Turkey by overthrowing 
the Ottoman Empire. We would create 
anarchy and confusion. Ho forcibly pro- 
claimed the Bympathyof tho English gov- 
ernment for Christians in Turkey. 

In the House of Commons the Marquis 
of Uartington, without wishing to pro- 
voke formal discussion, pointed out how 
the government had abandoned tho 
original policy of non-intervention. It 
was therefore incumbent upon them to 
show they wore not responsible! for the 
offueion of blood in Servia during tho 
summer before that policy was changed. 
Ho eulogized Lord Salisbury, who had 
re-established a friendly understanding 
between Russia and England, and asked 
wdiat wero tho government's intentions 
for the future. Ho protested against tho 
adoption of a policy which would leave 
Bussia and Turkey confronting each other 
us thuy now stood. 

Sir Stafford Northooto replied that no 
member of the Government had over said 
anything implying that England would 
make war in favor of Turkey. The Gov- \ 



eminent had from tho first maintained 
two principles, namely: They were not 
prepared to use coercion and desire com- 
mon, not separate, action particularly. 

London, Feb. 9.— Lord Derby, in a 
speech on the Queen's address, declared 
England's policy had beon to press tho re- 
commendations of the conference upon 
tho Porto, but not to use or sanction the 
uso of force and at (ho same timo not un- 
dortako to protect Turkey from force 
used by tho powers. With regard to the 
Czar's assurances, though ho believed in 
tho C/.ar's sincerity, even tho Czar might 
be compelled to act against his personal 
wishes. 

The Duke of Argyle declared his belief 
Unit tho government policy of not forcing 
Turkey to comply with thoir wishes 
would end in a disastrous war. 

London, Feb. 0.— Tho Pall Mall Gazette 
in a leading article, says Sir Stafford 
Northcote's speech iu tho House last eve- 
ning can only signify that ho caunot od- 
mit that tho great powers have done with 
the proposals of the conference because 
they havo been rejected by tho Porto, nor 
allow that tho Turkish constitution is to 
bo taken as an answer to tho wish and ap- 
peal of the powers! The Gazette thinks 
tho government, in Iho Lords and Com- 
mons, havo spoken with different voices: 
It adds: "Perhaps Midhat Pasha's fall 
and Edhftm Pasha's ascension may havo 
suggested to certain members of tho ad- 
ministration that Lord Salisbury's threat- 
ening language at the closo of the con- 
forenco may bo reported with advantage 
now." 

Tho Standard's dispatch from Vienna 
announces that Gen. Ignatieff left that 
city for St. Petersburg. 

A Paris correspondent of tho Standard 
says it is stated that the French charge 
d 'affairs at Constantinople applied for two 
men-of-war for the protection of foreign, 
residents. 

Tho Times' dispatch from Berliu reports 
that it is expected Austria iu reply to the 
Russian noto will decline to adopt war- 
like measures against Turkey. 

Gormany is likely to offer hor good 
ofliees to arrange a common course be- 
tweon Bussia and Austria. 

Tho Russian telegraphic agency expeots 
that negotiations will be prolonged. 

Paris, Feb. 0.— Tho Temps says it has 
received special information that Lord 
Derby informed Count Schotivaloff that 
England would do her utmost to main- 
tain tho understanding of the powers in 
tho now phase of tho Eastern question. 

Austria has doclared sho will continuo 
to net with other powers. 

The Times' Paris correspondent say* a 
Socialist demonstration has boou inado in 
Copenhagen to demand relief from taxa- 
tion and assistance for a largo number of 
persons unemployed, who wish to found 
a colony in America, 

Tho Ruouian attempt to colonize tho 
Saghalien island has failed. Tho settlors 
sutler great privations and ask permis- 
sion to return. 

London, Feb. 8.— Tho Financier says it 
is probable, in view of tho forthcoming 
Indian loan, tho drawing of Indian Coun- 
cil bills may be soon suspended, in which 
caso tho prico of silver would improvo. 
Large amounts of silver are now held iu 
London, but holders don't oaro to press 
it& sale until tho intentions of tho Indian 
government are known. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Feb. 0.— Tho work of 
fumigating the sowers in that part of the 
city south of Market street, is being no- 
tively carried on. Most of them aro found 
in n very foul condition. Dipthoiia has 
been particularly prevalent in that por- 
tion of the city, attributable to bad drain- 
age and generation of sewor gas. It is 
hopod fumigation will check the epidem- 
ic. Small-pox is reported on the decline. 

Levi Rosener died this morning at o'- 
clock at the Palace Hotel. Mr. Rosener 
had beou ill for several weeks, and has 
boon several times on tho point of death, 
but each timo rallied. Last night, how- 
ever, ho again sank, and this morning ex- 
pired.
